Syria certain 
Jordan won't 
join talks 

KUWAIT — Jordan has assured 
Syria that it will not join the Egypt- 
Israel peace talks, Syrian Foreign 
Minister Abdel Halhm Khaddem said 
in an interview published ini the dally 
“‘Al-Rai al-Aam" yesterday. 

“Our brothers in Amman have 
assured us that Jordan will not join 
the Egypt-Israel talks at any later 
stage,’ Khaddam said. 

He also contended that Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait are opposed to 
the initiative of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and said they ‘insist on 
the complete liberation of occupied 
Arab lands, including Jerusalem, 
and the establishment of an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state." 

Earlier this month, Khaddam 
visited Saudi Arabia and Kuwait to 
brief the leaders of the two oll-rich 
nations on the outcome of the recent 
Algiers summit conference of Arab 
hard-liners opposed to Sadat’s peace 
moves. 

Khaddam told the newspaper that 


Sadat's initiative could only lead to a 
separate peace between Egypt and 
Israel, 


“Sadat, the U.S. and Israel are 
moving along a path which will not 
lead to ἃ just and honourabie peace, 
but to meeting almost all of Israel's 
demands,” he said. 

He did not think the Jordanian 
government would ignore the 
resolutions of the 1874 Rabat Arab 
summit, which recognized the 
Palestine Liberation Organization as 
the sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people, he added.

Yoel Palgi, World 
War IT hero, 
dies at 60

Yoel Palgi, former member of the 
smali band of Palestinian Jewish 
volunteers who parachuted into 
Nazi-oceupied Burope to rescue 
Jews during World War I, died 
yesterday eveuing of a heart attack. 
He was 60, 

Palgi collapsed and died as he was 
about to deliver a lecture at the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem. 

Born in Hungary in 1918, he settled 
here in 1089 and was a member of 
Kibbutz Ma‘agan. With the es- 
tablishment of the state he served as 
the chief paratroop officer in the 
IDF. He was among the founders of 
El ΑἹ, the national airline, and in 
1957 served as director of the civil 
aviation department in the 
Transport Ministry. 

Between 1963 and 1066 he was 
Israel ambasaador to Tanzania and 
afterwards joined the Kupat Holim 
admintetration, serving as personnel 
director. His last post with Kupat 
Holim was as head of the sick fund's 
building and properties division. 

Paigi was among the group that in- 
cluded Hanne Senesh, who 
volunteered to parachute into Nazi- 
held territory to try to rescue Jews. 
Last year, an account of his mission, 
“‘Ruah Gedola Ba'a" (And Behold, A 
Great Wind Came) was republished 
by Am Oved. 

He is survived by his wife and two 
daughters.

Alfred Atherton’s resumed 
shuttle mission got off to a 
ponderous and not especially 
promising start yesterday in 
Jerusalem, with the U.S. 
mediator conferring at length 
with Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan and hia aidea and later 
with Premier Menahem Begin 
and other key policy-makers. 
Atherton and his team of three 
officials will fly to Egypt today 
and plan to return here before 
the weekend. 

The assistant secretary of state, 
soon to be formally appointed Presti- 
dent Carter's special Middle East δι 
mediator, was even more reticent 
than usual in his public statements it 


after the meetings here. But ΓΕῚ 
observers noted that the word D4 
“progress'"’ was conspicuously ab- rm 


sent from his pronouncements. oy 
Atherton indicated that he expected 
a lengthy shuttle, without any 
dramatic breakthrough at this early το 
stage at any rate. Both Atherton and 
Deyan urged newsmen not to expect 
specific situation reports after every 
meeting. “It's not that kind of 
process," Dayan explained. 7, 
Apparently there has been no 
movement on the deadlocked 
“Palestinian clause’ in the hoped- 
for Israel-Egypt declaration of prin- 
ciples. Israel's last proposal, sub- 
mitted through Atherton some weeks 
ago, still remains unanswered, and 
the Israeli ministers yesterday were 
not prepared to reconsider it before 
Cairo has even led. 
Atherton at this stage is not 
pushing a U.S. compromise formula, 
and will not dogo until he has elicited 
and asseased Egypt's current think- 


American sources said the Ather- 
ton mission should be seen as 
preparatory to Premier Begin’s visit 
to Washington in the middle of next 
month. The assistant secretary and 
his team intended to stay in the area 
until then; and they hoped to be able 
‘by then, the sources said, to submit 
to President Carter a very clear and 
precise picture of what gaps still re- 
main. 


Probably, Atherton will put 
forward an Americen compromise 
formula, based on President 
Carter's “Aswan declaration," 
shortly before the Carter-Begin 
Washington summit, so that Carter 
can press its merits directly upon the 
Israeli leader. The formutia calls for 
the Palestinians “to participate ir 
ibe Seoormiatiion of thei atv. 
future." 

Atherton himself said yesterday 
that U.S. “ideas” could be “helpful

Yesterday's talks were not ex- 
clusively confined to the text of the 
proposed declaration of principles, 
The assistant secretary sought to 
engage the Israeli side in a discus- 
sion of the prospect of Jordan joining 
the peace process if and when such ἃ 
declaration is achieved. - 

Egypt has become increasingly in- 
sistent, in recent weeks, on the need 
for Jordanian participation. Accor- 
ding to some assessments Egypt's 
position today is that a resumption of 
the political negotiations with Israel 
is actually contingent upon Jordan's 
coming in too. Atherton and his aides 
will visit Jordan early next week, 
and will also call at Riyadh and 
Damascus. 

Meanwhile Premier Begin has in- 
formed Carter that he proposes 
bringing both Dayan and Defence 
Minister Ezer Welzman with him for 
the talks next month. (Weizman will 
be in Washington shortly beforehand 
for discussions with Defence Depart- 
ment officials.)

The first verbal battle at the 
plenum of the 29th Zionist Congress

Goldmann claims survival 
endangered by indifference

Dr. Nahum Goldmann said last 
night that he was much more 
worried now about Jewish survival 
than at any time during the dark 
period of Hitlerism. “We are no 
longer in danger of pogroms or 
pergecution...but we are losing our 
younger generation to indifference."

Congress at Jerusalem's Binyenei 
Ha'ooma, the former president of 
the World Zionist Organization 
stated that be did not think thers wat 

a danger of another Holocaust. But 
the Jewish problem, he added, is far 
from solved. ‘‘The position of the 
Jew has become more petted but 
it has not been simplified.

The rehabilitation of disabled peo- 
ple calls for a more imaginative and 
leas fatalistic approach than is often 
seen in Israel — especially with the 
disabled atter middle age, according 
to Yisrael Goralnik, director-general] 
of the Ministry of Labour and Socia) 
Affairs. He was speaking during a 
press tour on Monday of the 
vocational rehabilitation centre in 
Jerusalem's Talpiyot industrial 
zone. 

Goralnik said the ministry is try- 
ing to ‘stop thinking fn cliches — 
such as the one that says rehabilita- 
tion for a blind person means being & 
telephone operator,"" 

According to both Goralnik, who 
has a background in vocational 
education, and the centre's director, 
Michael Shoshani, employers are 
somewhat lesa hesitant about 
employing the disabled than they 
used to be. Yehuda Schiff, the 
ministry’s director of rehabilitation 
services, pointed out that employers 
are not being asked to take trained 
disabled people out of charity. 

Some employers were invited to 
thé Talpiyot centre, Schiff said, to 
see for themselves that the centre 
has skilied workers to offer — some 
of whom work better than ordinary 


suffers from brain damage, said that 
he was learning to become a 
bookkeeper. 

At the moment, 90 men and women 
aged 17 to 50 are learning 
meta]work, mechanics, draughting 
and clerical work. Some of them are 
also learning basic work habits and 
social skills. 

Last year 60 people “graduated” 
onto the open market, ‘‘and we con- 
sider this successful," Goralnik said. 
Follow up is conducted for a year 
after a trainee’s departure. 

In Jerusalem, the ministry has 
350-400 people on its rehabilitation 
waiting list, he said. 

The Talpiyot centre, which is 18 
months old, should serve as a model 
for further unification of services in 
the ministry, Goralnik said. The 
complete integration of the former 
Ministries of Labour and Welfare is 
to take place in April, but in the 
meantime the Talpiyot centre is 
already training people who were 
formerly the charges of numerous

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West has tough draft 
of Belgrade declaration 


SELGRADE (Reuter). — The West 
yesterday presented a tough draft 
for a final declaration at the 
deadlocked European Security 
Conference, strongly reaffirming its 
commitment to human rights. 
Western delegates said the 22-page 
draft was almost certain to be re- 
jected by the Soviet Bloc at the 35. 
nation gathering, which is reviewing 
the 1975 Helsinki accords on East-

East wants to end nuclear arms output 


GENEVA (Reuter). -- The Soviet 
Union and six communist allies 
yesterday formally tabled a docu- 
ment here urging agreement by all 
states to stop producing nuclear 
weapons, whether atomic, hydrogen 
or neutron bombs or missiles. 

The call came in a working paper 
on ἃ comprehensive programme of 
disarmament submitted to the 30- 
nation Geneva Disarmament 
Conference. The paper also urged 
reduction of existing stockpiles. 

Soviet delegate Viktor Likhachev 
said the document was based on 
proposals advanced by communist 


countries last September, and others 
put forward in the last three or four 
months. 

The demand for a simuitaneous 
halt to all nuclear produe. 
tion was raised by Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev in. a speech last 
November in Moscow. Bulgaria,

Rumania, which is 
also a member of the conference but 
follows an independent line in 
foreign policy, was not associated 
with it.

The opening lead waz a low club. 
East won two club tricks and exited 
with a tramp. Declarer won two 
trump tricks; then he had the choice 
of three possible plays. He could give 
the defence thelr winning trump 
trick, but this would gain nothing 
since declarer might still lose a 
spade and a diamond. As a second 
alternative he could finesse 
diamonds. But if he guessed wrong a 
spade return might also possibly 
jeopardize the contract through the 
danger of the ruff of a diamond and 
the 1055 of a spade. 

The third alternative was the win- 
ning play. Diamonds should be 
played from the top, and a third dia- 
mond given up if necessary. 

This would insure the discard of a 
losing spade on a high diamond. In 
thia particular deal there was a 
bonus for the declarer. The diamond 
queen was a doubleton. So the 
declarer who made this play won an 
overtrick, and with a score of 170 had 
An 84 per cent top on the deal.

HOW do you fight? 

The question ia ἃ shocker, but it 
needs to be asked. 

Brothers and sisters fight 
sometimes more, sometimes less. 
When the frequency or intensity of 
the children's quarreliing is such 
that {t sends a parent off to seek 
profeasicna: advice, then the ques- 
tion must be asked of the parents, 
“How do yeu ght?" 

The question is seen as Irrelevant 
and may be resented: theae ere not 
parents who are headed for the 
divorce court. These are parents 
who see themselves as comfortable 
in their mm and devoted to 
their children. So what do I mean by 
asking how ‘such gal] — not even 
“it''s they fight? 

Like most other forms of 
bebeviour, fighting, or settling dis- 
putes. is learned from those nearest 
and deerest to us. And when Mother 
says to hes 1%-year-old son, who has 
been verbally abusive to his younger 
sister, "You're just like your 
father," chascea are she's absolute- 
ly right. 

Whether it ts a question of spen- 
ding the family income, sharing in 
the family worklead or accom: 
modating individual food 
Preferences, people -must oc- 
Casionaily disagree. In any 
partnership, one party will 
sometimes feel exploited, overwork- 
ed or undervalued. The fight to 
achieve equality or to have one‘s opi- 
nion prevail in the face of opposition 
is what I'm talking about when I talk 
of fighting in the family. Parents 
who can demonstrate solutions to 
their own disagreements — in short, 
adults who know how to fight — 
teaching their children a most im- 
portant lesson. 

Everyone wants to behave in an 
ideal feivilized, mature, etc) 
Manner, but when the chips are 
down and the issue is important to a 
person, then what happens in the 
heat of battle 15 often far from ideal. 
The issue becomes all mixed up with 
feelings, arguments turn to insults, 
voilees get louder. The children, 
depending upon their ages, will be 
frightened and cry, or retreat stony- 
faced to their room. They may not 
say a single ward, but they are tak- 
ing sides — they are identifying 
with one of the embattled parents 
and will in al} probability repeat that 
game kind of behaviour at some 
future opportunity. 

There are marriage counselors 
who teach couples how to fight. but I 
think it most effective if, along with 
this, they could teach parents to see 
themselves as their children see 
them during a fight. The spectacle of 
themselves as being frightening, 
destructive, or ridiculous in their 
children's eyes is a powerful incen- 
tive to learn and abide by the rules 
and regulations of family fighting. 


THE RULES are few. Thelr purpose 
is to prevent escalation of a quarrel. 
In a normal relationship, where 
most issues can be resolved by com- 
promise, the escalation of the 
decibels and the rhetoric are an- 
tithetical te an achieved peace.

Restriction to the issue at 
hand. Don’t clutter the agenda 
with grievances past or secon- 
dary and minor issues. If you 
are concerned with the family 
fiscal policies, then the issue of 
who carries out the garbage 
must be postponed to another 
time. 

Never resort to personal in- 
sult. A claim must stand on its 
persona! merits, and it is hit- 
ting below the belt to attempt 
to discredit an opponent's 
position by denigrating him 
as an individua). Since the 
usual result of offence or in- 
sult [5 to break off the 
relationship {as one “doesn't 
speak" to a neighbour), insult 
has no place in a family 
quarrel. Remember, the end 
goal of a quarre] should be to 
reestablish communications, 
not to break them off. 
Restrict the quarrel to the two 
combatants. Do not enlist the 
aid of children or other family 
members. Do not permit 
others to take sides. This also 
operates in reverse — in- 
voking the sins of in-laws or 
ancestors 15 an unfair attempt 
to subtract points from the op- 
ponent. Once a truce has been

In applying the “rules of combat," 
remember that they must be applied 
to all forms of combat. For exampie: 
one party may choose to give in 
tavoid a confrontation) for the sake 
of family harmony. This is one kind 
of solution. But to submit and then 
carry on a sotto voce diatribe is not 
playing by the rules, it is a form of 
editorial criticism against which the 
accused must remain silent or forgo 
hig original “vietory"’ and reopen the 
battle. But, fronfeally. the person 
tusually female) who fights in this 
way is equally unfair to his spouse 
and to himself. The ‘constant mar- 
tyr” who submits and carps is seen 
as irritating by the spouse, but even 
worse as futile, foolish and weak by 
the children. 

In my experience with children, 
two experiences remain vivid in my 
memory. Two four-year-olds in a 
nursery schoo! were playing house in 
the doll corner. The little girl, very 
obligingly, was setting the table in 
accordance with the boy's 
authoritarian directions. When the 
task was finished, she looked up at 
him with smiling expectancy and he 
sald, ‘You're ἃ iggoramus, just κα 
your mudder." I have no idea what 
his conceptions of an ignoramus or a 
mother-in-law were, and neither did 
his friend, but her tears were real, 
even tf his concepts may have been 
faulty. 

In another incident, ἃ 17-year-old, 
with a talent for mimicry, kept an 
audience of ten rolling on the floor 
with laughter as he played both roles 
in a parody of his father and mother 
in an argument. The ski]! with which 
he ridiculed both their emotions and 
behaviours would have been the 
envy of the finest stand-up comics, 
could they have seen his perfor- 
mance. But they couldn't, because 
this performance took place during a 
group meeting in a programme for 
disturbed adolescents. 


ANGER is part of the range of 
human emotions. It needs to be ex- 
pressed. It needs to be controlled. It 
needs to be adapted to any given 


‘situation, and then it becomes a part 


of the gamut of communications 
between two persons. I refuse to 
accept the idea that people have no 
control over what is said in the heat 
of a quarrel. Nor do! accept the idea 
that people cannot learn new ways to 
behave. The fact that many persons 
seek professional help in this area 
attests to the fact that they want to 
change — and have faith that they 
ean do 50. 

It is difficult of course, to change 
adult, habit patterns, but the difficul- 
ty is inversely proportional to the 
Strength of the motivation. And to 
parents, there is no stronger motiva- 
tion than the well-being of their 
children. So if you're concerned 
about your children's fighting, if the 
quarrels are too often, too destruc- 
tive, and too dangerous to the family 
welfare, then call a meeting and lay 
down the rules. And make sure that 
parents, as well as children, abide by 
them!

FOR ONCE, the strict ban on leaks from the cabinet room, in- 
stituted by Mr. Begin, is not working very well. Direct quotes 
from the ministers are still, happily withheld from publication. 
But the general thrust of the argument, on both sides of the 
fence in this week's debate, is plain enough. 

The reason no doubt is that the present discussion, which 
started on Monday and will only be wound up next Sunday, con- 
cerns what is perhaps the most divisive issue the Likud ad- 
ministration has yet been obliged to grapple with: to continue or 
to discontinue the settlement drive in areas that were not 
Israel's before the Six-Day War, in an era of peace negotiations. 

Most divisive does not necessarily mean most important. 
Proof still has to be furnished that a few more — even a few 
score more — Jewish settlements in the Rafiah Approaches, 
and in Judea and Samaria in the coming months will .ap- 
preciably affect the balance of regiona) power in Israel's 
favour. 

What a new settlement drive may, however, achieve is 4 con- 
siderable narrowing of the options currently open to Israeli 
policy-makers. That may well be the intention of the proponents 
of such ἃ drive. 

Elon Moreh need not contribute anything more to the nation's 
safety than did Camp Kaddum, before that military outpost was 
allowed by Mr. Begin to turn fully, civilian. But it can tHe the 
Government's hands somewhat; and a string of Elon Morehs 
should do so quite effectively. 

The result would be that, even if King Hussein changed his 
mind and consented to trade less than the entire West Bank fora 
peace settlement, the area would have to be considered 
foreclosed — by Israel. 

In the meantime, such settlement as has lately been per- 
mitted across the ‘‘green line" is making havoc of the credibili- 
ty of the Government's announced commitment to a negotiated 
peace — in the eyes not only of the official authorities in Cairo 
and Washington, but of some among Israel's firmest friends 
abroad. And that does not exclude the Jewish communities in 
the free world. 

In fact the Government's peculiar actions on this matter have 
already done great damage to Israel abroad. 

To be sure, Jerusalem and Washington have long differed on 
the “right" and “legality” of the settlements. But the dispute 
never threatened the fabric of amicable relations. 

Earlier it had been possible for a friendly occupant of the 
White House to interpret such settlements as an inducement to 
the Arabs to come to the negotiating table. Now that the table is 
set, they are apt to be viewed as a sign of Israel's determination 
to prejudge the outcome of the discussions. 

On this, Premier Begin cannot expect President Carter to 
agree with him to disagree when they meet again next month — 
regardless of what it was precisely that either of them said to 
the other in December. 

The Premier has reportedly still not spoken his own mind in 
the cabinet debate. Obviously his opinion will count for a great 
deal, particularly if the opposing camps are roughly matched in 
strength. At the moment, the ‘‘moderates,"' interestingly led by 
Defence Minister Weizman, appear to outnumber.the ‘‘ex- 
tremists,"' strangely headed by Foreign Minister Dayan. 

It will, however, take all of Mr. Begin's remaining authority 
to carry through a decision to suspend settlement — during the 


life of peace talks. To be worthwhile, such a decision must be | 


clear and unequivocal. The kind of compromise that produced 
the pretence of Shilo is the last thing this country needs. 


Human rights are indivisible 


THE HELSINKI CONFERENCE of 1975 made it clear that 
human rights in one country are a matter of concern to all. 

The principle is simple, its application more difficult. 
Criticism directed against foreign governments and foreign 
regimes is not always objective. Norms of conduct: are 
different in a nation at peace and a nation at war. 

Nevertheless the signatories to the final document in Helsinki, 
including the Soviet Union, were able to agree that certain 
elementary human rights are inalienable. The Belgrade con- 
ference, now in course, was called to check that the basic 
freedoms to which the powers had all pledged themselves two 
years ago are being duly observed. 

But the Soviet Union has changed its mind. 

If that is their attitude, Belgrade will break up without any 
agreement, which would be a pity. The issue is a burning one. It 
is this: if people are being brutalized illegally and without 
cause, can other people avoid the responsibility of interfering, 
by pleading that it is not their business? 

This is also the context in which the South African delegation 
ought to see Shlomo Avineri's intervention in yesterday's 
debate at the Zionist Congress. The issue is not whether Israel 
should or should not be conducting business with South 
Africans. Finance Minister Ehriich made it clear that this coun- 
try is only doing openly what others do ‘‘under the table." 

The point is whether Israel ought to adopt a posture which 
demonstrates that she dissociates herself from the apartheid 
policies of the Pretoria administration. 

It is difficult to take a balanced stand. The South African peo- 
ple have shown a friendliness to Israel that cannot be ignored. 
But bonds of amity do not require that agreement be expressed 
on matters over which there is no agreement. 

Zionism has been libellously termed a form of racism. It has 
been falsely identified with apartheid. The truth is fortunately 
different. The Jewish State has always believed, as a matter of 
principle, that all human beings are equal before the law, 
regardiess of race, creed, or colour. 

This must be said aloud, at the risk of offending friends in 
South Africa. The democratic, freedom-loving countries are try- 
ing to say the same thing in Belgrade, at the risk of offending 
those they hope to cali friends in the Soviet Union.

‘THERE ARE those who speak 
‘prose’. and aren't even aware of 
that curious fact. In the same way, 
there are those who deal with 
questions of social policy, without 
recognizing the pedestrian nature of 
. that concept. For example, in recent 
weeks, The Jerusalem Post has 
carried three smal! stories with 
social policy implicationa that 
probably aroused little discussion 
except am those directly in- 
voived. Taken together these stories 
raise a set of questions that are im- 
portant to Israel's well-being as a 
soclety. 

In one article, we were told that 
the percentage of students of 
African/Asian origin admitted to 
Israel! universities, had risen to 17 
per cent. 

The following day we learned of 
continuing evidence that inmates of 

- Israeli prisons brutalize each other. 

And on the same day, The Post 
reported that a major public agency 
was seeking to expand its pre-school 
programmes, while complaining 
about lack of public support. 

The common thread in these 
seemingly disparate stories is the 
implication that we have failed to 
make our expectations of these in- 
stitutiona clear. Have we made ex- 
plicit what the social responsibilities 
of our universities are? Do we really 
think that prisons ought to be able to 
rehabilitate their inmates? And just 
what are the purposes of this coun- 
try's huge investment in pre-school 
activity? 

Do we in Israe! have clear goals in 
regard to our pubilc institutions? 
When we give them our public funds, 
do we expect them to tell us what 
they have done, for whom, and with 
what success? In effect, do we hold 
our institutions accountable? 

Accountability, where social 
policy is concerned, [5 not a matter 
of discovering minor and major of- 
ficials with sticky fingers. It relates 
to the effectiveness of programme 


carrying out the action. For exam- 
ple, given the choice, one might 
prefer a little graft, if in return

WHAT WOULD we hold our univer- 
sities accountable for. and how 
would we assess their performance? 
Continent of origin (or any other 
euphemism implying non- 
Ashkenazi) is, on the evidence, a 
major factor in Israeli fe, and the 
university is the main gate-house on 
the road to valued skills, good jobs 
and high salaries. 

Thus, [ἃ would appear to be sound 
social policy to expect universities to 
enrol and graduate a fair share of 
students of North African/Asian 
origin. But the universities don't par- 
ticularly relish being held accoun- 
table on these grounds. 90 long as the 
universities, and thelr special con- 
stituencies determine what they are 
to be held accountable for, the expec- 
tations from them will be stated In 
terms of academic performance, 

In Israel, as elsewhere, the univer- 
sity is a major social institution, us- 
ing a large share of public funds. The 
publie controlling those funds needs 
to begin saying it is not happy with 
the 17 per cent entrance rate for 
students of North African/Asian 
origin. Furthermore, that public 
might say it is interested in drop-out 
rates as well as entrance rates. And 
it might want to know what special 
efforts, the university system is 
making to increase the proportion of 
North African/Asian students, and 
with what success. 

In fact, the reporting of the 17 per 
‘cent entrance figure, is not just a 
curious fact to be thrown away with 
yesterday's paper. Seventeen per 
cent is a worrisome indicator that 
there may be some things terribly 
wrong with the university system 
and the preparatory educational in- 
stitutions from which it must draw 
ita candidates. 

And those who provide funds for

that the American Jewish leaders 
fear that their stand in support of 
Israel may be shaken by Sadat's 
arguments. This verges on political 
weakness and undignified recogni- 
tion that they are not free to ju 
for themselves, but are totally 
dependent on instructions from the 
Israeli establishment.

THE PRISON system can he seen a3 
caught in a crossfire of expectations. 
If it is to be evaluated, thoze in 
charge would undoubtedly prefer to 
be measured against the protection 
afforded to the public by our prison 
walls. In these terms, a secure 
prison is an effective prison, and the 
brutalizing behaviour reported in 
The Post is simply one of the nasty 
consequences of running a prison. 

But in Israel, as in many other 
countries, we labour under the delu- 
sion that a prison can rehabilitate. 
We incarcerate people and mouth 
the pieties about expecting them to 
come out as better people. However, 
the reported data on recidivism in 
Israel suggests a massive failure to 
rehabilitate. 

In 1974, 56 per cent of adult Jewish 
offenders were guilty of a previous 
offence. Thus a stay in Israel's 
prisons does not seem to do a great 
deal towards imparting values or 
skills that will prevent a prisoner 
becoming a two-time loser. In fact. 
in Israel as elsewhere, if we were 
playing the probabilities, the best 
way of predicting that a person will 
wind up in prison is to know that he 
or she has been there before. 

Is a humane society prepared to 
expect offenders only to be in- 
earcerated without any promise of 
rehabilitation? Is an experimental 
seciety prepared to accept the 
evidence it has been given that 
prisons know only how to punish? 
Once again, it seems a question of 
accountability. 

If: Israeli society holds the prison 
system responsible for both in- 
carceration and rehabilitation, then 
It must consider punishing the prison: 
system for its failure to rehabilitate..
